Natural Starters May Be Purchased 
In Liquid of Powder Form. 

If cream is allowed to stand long 
enough at a proper temperature it 
will ripeu without aid from the action 
of the lactic germs, which get into it 
from the air. But this method is too 
slow and uncertain for the large 
dairyman. He wishes to churn the 
day after skimming, and he does not 
wish to leave the souring of the 
cream to chance. Undesirable germs 
may he as prevalent in the atmos¬ 
phere as the lactic germ. 'Accordingly 
he uses artificial starters, thus intro¬ 
ducing the lactic germs directly into 
the cream upon which he wishes them 
to work. 

These commercial starters, which 
are the cultures of the lactic germs in 
some medium in which they can grow, 
may be purchased in the liquid or the 
powder form. The latter -will keep 
the longer. To prepare it put a bot¬ 
tle of the powder in pounds of gnilk, 
sterilize by heating to 150 degrees F. 
for twenty minutes, . Keep at a tem¬ 
perature of 80 degrees for twenty-four 
hours. It will then have become sour 
and can be put into a larger amount 
of pure skim milk, which when sour 
is put into the cream to be ripened, 
a small quantity being kept to prepare 
the next day’s starter in a similar 
manner. Only sterilized vessels 
should be used, and absolute clean¬ 
liness is imperative. 

—Natural Starters.'— 

Natural starters are easily prepared 
and should be used in every small 
dairy. They are prepared as follows: 
Milk about a quart of milk into a ster¬ 
ilized vessel, being careful to have 
the hands, teats and udder perfectly 
clean and moistened to prevent dust. 
Keep this milk in a pure atmosphere 
uutil sour. Then put into a larger 
amount of skim milk, which, when 
sour, is used to ripen the cream, some 
being kept to prepare the next day’s 
starter. If the butter becomes “off 
flavor’’ reject the old starter and be¬ 
gin again. Fifteen pounds of 10 per 
cent starter should be used to 100 
pounds of milk or cream. Buttermilk 
or cream arl sometimes used as a 
starter, but it has been found that 
the lactic germs grow best in skim 
milk, hence this makes the best start¬ 
er. 

The starter should be strained 
through a fine sieve or cloth before 
putting into the cream. Stir the 
cream often. The best temperature 
for ripening is 60 to 05 degrees. Rip¬ 
en from sixteen to twenty-four hours, 
or until the cream has a proper, con¬ 
sistency and an acidity of 5 to 6 per 
cent. Overripening will cause rancid 
butter.—Live Stock Journal.

Merits of the Mule. 

The ability £>f the mule to endure 
great heat has brought it into most 
general use in the southern states, 
where large farms are devoted, entire¬ 
ly to raising them. 

The mule matures more quickly 
than the horse, and can he placed on 
the market from one to two years 
sooner than the average horse; this 
means a large profit to the producer 
and quicker returns for the invest¬ 
ment. 

A well fed mule can be worked at 
two years of age with safety, if proper 
judgment is exercised by the driver. 
They are much less nervous than a 
horse, thus not so liable to accident 
or blemish. A blemish that would 
make a fine horse unsaleable would 
take but a trifle from the price of a 
mule. They sell simply for the work 
they seem able to do rather than for 
their appearance. The mule buyer 
carries his measuring stick and gives 
probably $5 above the regular price 
for each inch the young mule meas¬ 
ures above four feet at weaning time. 

Large herds of 50 and 100 are safe¬ 
ly kept in a small enclosure. They 
are much less subject to disease than 
horses, when kept in large numbers. 
Accident rarely occurs while the mule 
is being broke to work, because they 
always stop When in danger of being 
hurt. Much less care }s exercised 
than with the care of horses, yet one 
seldom sees a mule blemished by ac¬ 
cident. 

The grain ration for the mule is 
much less than that required for the 
horse; this is quite an item to be con¬ 
sidered With the present high prices 
of grain. 

We have had a large export trade 
for mules besides their usd in the 
southern plantations. Large numbers 
will be used each year in the construc¬ 
tion of the Panama canal, and good 
prices may be expected for some years 
to come.—Live Stock Journal.

Right of the Individual Business Man 
To Reduce Prices is Upheld 
By the Courts. 

“A decision has been handed 
down in the United States Circuit 
Court by Judge Ray, in tie action 
of Charles Scribner & Sons and the 
Bobbs Merrill Company against R 
H. Macy & Co. for an injunction 
to restrain Macy’s from selling copy¬ 
right books at less than the retail 
prices fixed by the Publishers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, which will have a far reach¬ 
ing effect on all trade combinations,” 
says The New York World. 

“Stephen H. Olin and ex-Attorney 
General W. H. H. Miller appeared 
for the complainants, and ex-Sscre- 
tary o. the United States Treasury 
John G. Carlisle, and Edmund E. 
Wise for Macy’s. 

‘Judge Ray gives a sweeping de¬ 
cision in favor of R. H. Macy & Co., 
dismissing the complaint and severe¬ 
ly criticising the combination of 
publishers and book sellers, which 
he holds to be in violation of the 
Sherman Anti Trust Law. 

Editorially the -New York Journal 
says:—“The firm of R. H. Macy & 
Co. rendered a really great service 
to the public at'large and to the 
business.interests of the community 
in their fight against the Book Trust. 
‘The Book'Trust alleged its right to 
forbid retailers to sell* books below 
a certain price-fixed by'the trust. 

“Macy & Co.‘. acting in behalf of 
the purchasing;,public, maintained 
in the courts, tat'-' considerable ex¬ 
pense, their right to sell merchandise 
bought by them for what ever pri ce 
they pleased. 

J “The case was heard before Judge 
Ray in the United States Circuit 
Court, Isidor Straus and Nathan 
Stra us, partners, appearing under 
the firm of R. FI. Macy & Co., in 
behalf of the public and the rights 
of the individual business man. 

“The thanks of the public are due 
to R. H. Macy & Co. for the fight 
they' made against this particular 
form of trust oppression. And still 
greater thanks are due to Tudge Ray 
for this excellent opinion, in which 
he sustains the action of Messrs. 
Straus appearing in behalf of the 
public interests. 

“It is to be hoped that the get 
rich-quick gentlemen who propose 
to get such money from the public 
by making themselves lo-ds and mas¬ 
ters of purchaser, retailer and all 
others will take to heart the lesson 
that is taught thern in the Opinion 
quoted above.” 


WORKING BUTTERTWICE. .. 

■ 1 ' v 

This Method ' Eliminates Mottling 
; and Streaking. 

The -best makers prefer to work 
butter twice. The, first time, it. is 
worked, just enough to mix the salt. 
;,Then for four or six hours it is left 
op, the worker, or in some -other. 
Place, where ’the** temperature is 
frjthn, sixty 1 to sixty-fivefaegreep jFift so’ 
(that the buffer will remain in the 
right condition to work well. This 
will give time for the salt to j dis¬ 
solve. Then it, should be ‘ worked 
List enough to obliterate the streaks 
and mottles.' This second working 
expels some more of the water,, for 
the salt has had time to draw the 
niqisture together in drops and it is 
workd out, thus making a drier but¬ 
ter containing from eighty-five to 
eighty-seven, per cent, of butter fat. 
Such butter will be firmer and bet¬ 
ter and mere satisfactory to the 
consumer than it usually is , when 
worked but once.'' Immediately af¬ 
ter the butter, is worked it should 
be packed in neat, clean packages, or 
put up in such form as is required 
by the market to which it is to be 
sent. 


Profit in Soiling Crops. 

There may be some extra labor in 
cutting and feeding green stuff, but 
then there is labor in any good 
method of making money Feeding 
soiling crops to dairy cows is a 
money making way of business. 

Much has been said in these col¬ 
umns about the importance to far¬ 
mers, particularly those who keep 
cows, of growing soiling crops, but it 
is a point which cannot be too 
ttrongly emphasized. The advan¬ 
tages of, soiling crops, particularly 
on high priced land, are so great 
that every dairyman should care¬ 
fully study the question with a view 
to adopting this system. 

Carefully conducted experiments 
show that by feeding cows in the 
barn wholly on green crops, from 
two to five times as much milk as 
can be produced from an acre as 
from pasturing the same piece of 
land. Soiling crops come in when 
pastures are drying up, and for this 
reason alone are invaluable. A larg¬ 
er number of cows can be kept on a 
given area, and the productiveness 
of the land can be more rapidly in¬ 
creased perhaps by this method than 
any other. In addition, the saving 
of manure and'its application to the 
best advantage is not an inconsid¬ 
erate gain in this method.

Utility of Nitrate of Soda. 

Writing from personal experience 
we advise the use of nitrate of soda 
on all garden crops that a;re not 
making satisfactory growth at any 
time during the season’. A tea- 
spoonful pulverized and applied 
around cabbage or cauliflower plants 
induces very rapid growth, or a few 
quarts scattered between, the rows of 
sweet corn will surprise you with its 
results in increased growth over 
that not so treated. 

We never have had plants injured 
by it, hilt there is some danger, if it 
is applied in quantity too near the 
stalk. It had no beneficial effect on 
sweet potatoes with us, but on all 
other garden and field m-ops it has 
far exceeded most sanguine expec¬ 
tations.—Farmer’s Voice.

Most Calves Overfed. 

More calves suffer from overfeed¬ 
ing than from scant diet. Keep the 
calf a little hungry and eager for 
more rather than fill it to dulness. 
The endeavor should be to prevent 
the beginning of indigestion, which 
leads to scouring and perhaps fatal 
diarrhea. Nothing causes indiges¬ 
tion sooner than overfeeding or ir¬ 
regularity in the quantity, time and 
temperature of the milk, especially 
while the calf is young. Absolute 
cleanliness about the feeding ves¬ 
sels is of course essential with fre¬ 
quent scalding and it is on this score 
more than any other thing that so 
many of our Colorado people are 
having trouble with their calves.

Although the iron and steel industry 
is one of the mightiest of the world,, 
and offers such -rewards that some of 
the greatest chemists and other sci¬ 
entists study nothing else, there are- 
lots of apparently simple puzzles 
about it that no one has heien able to- 
solve yet. The man who discovers 
the right answer to one or more ot 
them may make a million dollars out 
of it. 

Every one who handles steel knows 
that it gets “tired” at times. After 
a piece of steel has been subjected, 
to a severe strain for a certain period, 
it may suddenly snow a decided weak¬ 
ness. Then the experts say it is 
tired; and so it is, for if it is allowed 
to rest awhile, it regains its old 
strength. 

Recently it has been found that s. 
steel beam can be made stronger oy 
increasing the load on it gradually— 
in other words, by exercising it just 
as a man exercises his muscles whe* 
he wishes to make them stronger. 

Very often new steel will not -ass 
tests that it should pass, but after ■«. 
few weeks it is found that it has 
grown better and passes the ■ tests 
beautifully. Then, again, steel that 
was perfect when it was tested often, 
gets “sick.” It cracks or hecomes 
brittle, although other steel made at 
the same time in the same way re¬ 
mains perfectly sound. No man knows 
why these things happen; but lots of 
people are trying to find out.—New 
York News.

PHOTOGRAPHING’ ITSELfO 


A Curious Property of Wood, Especial¬ 
ly That Which is Pine Bearing! 

A curious property of wood.,' -Where¬ 
by it is able to photograph itself in 
the dark, is described by William J. 
Russeil in a paper recently read be¬ 
fore the London Royal Society says 
Zion’s Herald. This property 1ms 
been shown by experiments to belong 
probably to all woods, some wood^» 
however, being much more active than, 
others. To obtain a picture the wood, 
must be in contact Wltll or at a littler 
distance above the photographic 
plate, and must remain there for times, 
varying from half an hour to eigh¬ 
teen hours, and be at a temperature- 
not higher than 131 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit. 

The wood of the conifers is very 
active and gives pictures which are 
very definite. If the action exerted 
on the plate be owing to the presence 
of hydrogen peroxid, as has been sug¬ 
gested, it must be produced by the* 
resinous bodies present in the wood; 
but it is remarkable that there is no 
action from the dark autumn wood. 
Resin exists in the dark rings, but 
apparently under such conditioris that 
'it cannot escape. With the spruces, 
the action (in the plate is not so def¬ 
inite. With regard to woods other 
than conifers, oak and beech are both, 
active and give very good pictures* as 
do also acacia (Robina,) Spanish; 
chestnut and sycamore. On the other 
hand, ash, elm, horse chestnut tutd 
plane are, in comparison, but slightly 
active. Knots in a wood generally, 
but not always, give a good picture.

Mature Early—Mortality Due to 
Improper Feeding, . 

This branch of the poultry busi¬ 
ness holds special inducements, for 
those whose yarding space is limited 
or circumscribed; for the reason 
that ducks are quiet creatures. An 
inclosure twelve inches high suffices 
for ducking harbors, arid a two, and 
at the most, a three-foot-high fence 
for large ducks. 

The fence does- not require to be 
so firmly built., especially at the 
base, as for other birds, ducks hav¬ 
ing no “scratchers," but if properly 
fed and watered are contented in 
their lot 

More pounds of ducks may be 
raised to the square foot than any 
other fowl. In three months twen¬ 
ty-five ducks will market between 
125 to 150 pounds and produce 
about five pounds of fine feathers 
and down The twenty-five birds 
can be raied in a 12x12-feet inclo-

The stan¬ 
dard gives the weight for matured 
drakes at 4 % pounds, matured 
ducks four pounds.

Efforts to Keep Them Down—$ 23 , 
Each for Maneaters. 

Extraordinary efforts to keep 
down the number of sharks in The 
Adriatic are being made by the Ma¬ 
rine Board of Trieste, Austria, 'ac¬ 
cording to a report sent to the State 
Department by Consul-General 
Guenther at Frankfort, Germany!, 

The board recently issued a circu¬ 
lar instructing all Austrian marine 
officers to stimulate the killing of 
sharks and offering high premiums, 
ranging -.up to 423, for each fish cap¬ 
tured. The .bounties to be paid 
are; . 

•'For each -shark of whatever spe¬ 
cies (the-edible variety excepted) 
■uj) tto-five-'feet in length, $2.30;’ for 
larger ones, 44.'60, and for very 
large specimens-of the species Oxur- 
ihinna spalanzani and Odontaspis 
feret, $11.50. 

For the capture of maneating 
sharks the premiums range from 
$9.20 to $23, according " to size. 
Fishermen making application i for 
payment of bounties are required 
only to exhibit the specimens to the 
nearest harbor officer. 


Cremation in Germany. ’ 
Statistics for the German empire 
show a further increase in the num¬ 
ber of cremations,there having been 
cremated 1,3S1 bodies in 1904, 
against 1,074 bodies in 1903, an in¬ 
crease of 28 per cent, and double the 
number cremated in ‘1901. : (-The 
Gotha crematory had 301 incinera¬ 
tions; Hamburg, 281; Jena, 189; 
Mains, 158; Heidelberg, 155;. Of¬ 
fenbach, 123; Mannheim, 74; Eis¬ 
enach, 56, and Karlsruhe, 46. : Of 
the bodies cremated 908 were males 
and 473 females; 1,05O' were of the 
Evangelical, 142 of the Catholic-and 
108 of the Jewish faith; 44 were 
Freethinkers and 37 were of unde¬ 
termined religious views.
